‘Te FORTHCOMING REFER- 
endum on the regional hospital 
plan has -been complicated by the

poses. voters with. several serious 
decisions but allows them only a 
single “yes” or “no” to solve them 


Basically the question asks 
whether or not the voter’s muni- 
cipality or district should enter the 
regional plan whereby money for 


the construction of hospitals shall be. 


raised by a. tax on real estate 
throughout the regional area, the 
taxed area to include outlying dis- 
tricts which up. to now have not 
contributed to hospital building 
costs. That.is a fairly straightfor- 
ward decision between a joint re- 
gional approach to hospital con- 
struction and the existing frag- 
mented system. 


But the voter must also decide 
if he approves a levy of two mills 
to raise the needed money. With a 


full appreciation of existing high 


property taxes, and other increases 
to be expected, he must judge how 
close this added mill rate will bring 
him to the point where real property 
is carrying as much of a tax load 
as it can bear. At some point dif- 
ficult to determine, heavier taxation 
will act as a deterrent to property 
owners—new houses will not be 
built, additions and improvements 
will not be made, borderline building 
standards will be observed—there 
will be an eventual deterioration of 
the community’s housing. 

Whether the extra two mills levy 
—with other increases almost inev- 
itable—will bring the hospital region 
perilously close to this point must 
be decided by the voter. And there 
is considerable doubt as to whether 
two mills will be enough to provide 
the needed capital. 

The possibility is that the public 
will play safe and vote against the 
measure, despite the fact that this 
‘will mean a serious setback in.the 
regional hospital buildmg program 
whose minimum requirements have 
been laid down for the next five- 
year period. With as many as-1,500 
persons reportedly waiting to enter 
hospitals, and even risking further 
delay when their two-month waiting 
period is up, the need for greatly 
expanded accommodation is obvious. 
The present situation is not good 
enough for a prosperous community 
in this mid-twentieth century era. 

This dilemma brings the voter to 
the third question: Should not the 
provincial ‘government, with its 
wider taxing powers, shoulder a 
greater share of hospital building 
costs? At present the province— 
which means the people of British 
Columbia acting through their elect- 
ed representatives—pays up to 50 
per cent of the cost, the federal gov- 
ernment about 15 per cent, and the 
local areas, by one means or another, 
the remaining 35 per cent, 

Up to now in Greater Victoria, 
the latter portion has been made up 
of relatively small civic or municipal 
grants and voluntary contributions 


by the public. There is general 
agreement that passing the hat, even 
for a portion of hospital costs, is no 


longer'-a feasible way of financing— 


so essential a facility. 

*- ‘The consensus among many local 
residents seems to be that as mem- 
bers of the community or region 
‘they should pay a share of the costs 
—particularly as this guarantees 
them a voice in the management of 
the hospitals—but that this share 
should not impose so heavy a bur- 
den on property that. the adverse 
side effects come into play. They 
feel that the province should assume 
a larger share than at present, and 
point to the proceeds of the special 
two-per-cent sales tax as a source 
of this extra revenue. 

This tax was initially, a decade 
ago, devoted entirely to hospital 
costs, and the public understanding 
was that this arrangement would 
continue. The government today 
says that this was not specifically set 
out in the legislation, and continues 
to apply an annual surplus from the 
tax to other purposes. The govern- 
ment cannot evade the fact that 
there was certainly a ‘public belief 
that the two-per-cent funds were 
specially destined for hospitals. 
Today’s denials by a government 
which boasts of huge revenue sur- 
pluses while hospital construction’ 
lags leave the public with a feeling 
of having been short-changed. 

Health Minister Martin makes 
the government’s position clear. He 
is quoted as saying that it is “‘abso- 
lutely incorrect” to expect the gov- 
ernment to come to the rescue of 
the municipalities if they fail to vote 
sufficient: money for. hospital con- 
struction. The government will not 
change the’ existing formula, he 
says. He points to the example of 
Fort St. John, which had to present 
three referendums to the voters be- 
fore its hospital bil passed, and 
meanwhile went without sufficient 
hospital accommodation. That, we 
are given to believe, will also be our 
fate if we do not vote for the re- 
gional two-mill plan. 

What should have been a simple 
vote on hospital funds, therefore, 
has become a part of the continuing 
struggle between provincial and 
municipal taxing powers, with the 
public being pressured into voting 
in favor of the provincial govern- 
ment’s. take-it-or-leave-it proposi- 
tion, or else finding itself without 
enough hospital beds. 

An excellent plan—the regional 
concept—is compromised; a vitally 
necessary hospital building program 
is endangered by this very question- 
able tactic. It is time the premier 
and his ministers got a little closer 
to the question—and to the public— 
and gave some better leadership in 
solving a problem whose presenta- 
tion so far has all the marks of a 
cynical squeeze play. Under the cir- 
cumstances the hospitals must be 
given a “yes” vote, but this should 
be followed by an unrelenting public 
demand for a complete overhaul of 
provincial aid to municipalities. 


Gestures of Confidence’. 


AK BAY’S REEVE ALLAN 
Cox and Reeve Hugh Curtis of 
Saanich have each been returned to 
office by acclamation. This indicates 
full and gratifying public approval 
of the leadership that h&s been 
shown by these incumbents, inas- 
much as no potential opponent for 
election has felt that he could 
muster enough support to displace 
them.

Civil Rights’ Non-Leadership 


NE of the President’s most cherished 

aims is to lead a decisively success- 
ful assault on racial discrimination in 
America. Yet within 
the Johnson adminis- 
tration there is acute 
and rising anxiety 
about the next stage 
of the civil rights 
movement. The im- 
mediate cause of the 
anxiety was the White 
House conference on 
civil rights. At this 
rally the high admin- 
istration officials 


Alsop 
who weré most eager to aid the civil 
rights movement found themselves hard- 
ly’ talking the same language as the 
movement's leaders. 


The first shock was the reception 
given to the Moynihan Report—the real 
basis of the President’s deservedly 
famous speech at Howard University. 
The report describes and proposes reme- 
dies for the grave weaknesses in Negro 
family patterns in the Northern urban 
ghettos. It is both wholly sympathetic 
and wholly factual, and it was denounced 
as “racist.” : 

The second shock was the kind of 
answer the administration conferees got, 
or rather did not get, when they asked 
the civil rights leaders: ‘‘Well, if you 
don’t want action based on the Moynihan 
Report, what precisely do you want?” 
The civil rights leaders had no prac- 
ticable program to offer in reply. 


No Real Answer 


There Was hardly any answer, indeed, 
beyond a vague but angry demand by 
As Philip Randolph and his idea man, 
Bayard Rustin, that the government 
“spend $100 billion” to raise the Negroes’ 
economic standing. And how this was 
to be done, and where the money was to 
come from, were emphatically not indi- 
cated. 

On a very much lower level, this 
reporter and his brother, Stewart Alsop, 
recently had just the same sort of ex- 
perience when they went, respectively, to 
Boston and Chicago to have a first-hand 
look at the urgent problem o: the Negro 
ghetto schools. Both were and are pas- 
sionately convinced of the justification 
for the Negro protests against poor 
schooling for Negro children. Both asked 
the protest leaders: 

“What exactly do you want done? 
What is the right solution?” 

One got the remarkable answer that 
“the solution isn’t the problem’’—mean- 
ing, apparently, that getting something 
done was much less important than in- 
creasing the volume of protest. The other 
was somewhat astonished to find that a 
request for a specific, practical program 
of remedies and reforms was treated as 
downright insulting. indeed, as being a 
symptom of sneaking prejudice. 


Friends Anxious 


These major and minor bits of evi- 
dence suggest the nature of the anxiety 
that is now felt by every friend of the 
civil rights movement in this administra- 
tion, which has done more for civil rights 
than has ever been done since the Eman- 
cipation Proclamation. Briefly, the civil 
rights gains that can be easily accom- 


plished by legislation have all been put © 


on the statute books. 


The statutes remain to be fully ap 
plied, to be sure, but time and hard work 
are needed for that. In the meanwhile, 
nothing is to be gained by passing a 
second Negro voting act. 

Thus, in the present phase the main 
need is a hard, practical and continuing 


effort to solve the grave and deep-rooted 
social problems of America's Negro 
minority. And this effort cannot succeed 
unless the Negro leaders recognize there 
are such problems, as set forth in the 
Moynihan Report, for instance, and 
unless they also share directly in the 
effort to solve these problems. 

To illustrate, this reporter's brother 
found a predominantly Negro Chicago 
school about equally divided between the 
“Brookses” and the ‘‘Gowsters’’ — the 

Brookses” being hard-working and am- 

bitious Negro boys and girls, good citi- 
zens in every sense of the word, and the 
“Gowsters”’ being the exact opposite. The 
“Gowsters’’ were also indulging in fairly 
brutal racial persecution of some mem- 
bers of the school’s white minority. 

Here was a situation obviously calcu- 
lated to strengthen the hands of the pre- 
judiced white people, who want nothing 
done about the Negro school problem in 
Chicago. Here, therefore, was a situa- 
tion calling for stern action by the Negro 
protest-leader, Albert A. Raby, who has 
done nothing. Here, too, was a situation 
deeply threatening to the “Brookses,” 
whose parents have also done nothing 
or next to nothing. 


Lack Constructive Planning 


Nationally as well as locally, the dif- 
ficulty is the same. Still sticking to the 
school problem, the local protest leaders 
offer no detailed solutions. In addition, 
it is all but impossible to find a single 
national civil rights leader, or a single 
militant white liberal for that matter, 
who has ever discussed the direly urgent 
school problem of the great urban. ghettos 
in terms of the hard, harsh, intractable 
facts. 

Injustice is the theme, not what can 
be done about it. When Whitney Young 
of the Urban League calls for ‘“‘a mass 
march to the PTA meetings instead- of 
the protest meetings,” he is all but 
unique. Yet the road Young indicates is 
going to have to be followed if we are 
ever attain the grand aim of true in- 
tegration of the Negro community into 


the larger American community.

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a situation, members from a province 
not participating in a federal scheme 
should abstain on divisions. This, in fact, 
is what a group of Quebec Conservatives, 
out of loyalty to Mr. Duplessis, used 
to do in the Diefenbaker years when they 
were confronted with embarrassing mea- 
sures bearing on federal-provincial re- 
lations. 

The idea is somewhat reminiscent of 
the theory of concurrent majorities which 
prevailed at one time in pre-Confedera- 
tion Canada. It was then considered that 
legislation affecting one part of the 
country ought not to be passed unless it 
commanded ‘the support of a majority 
from. that section. The difficulty was 
that the theory was completely unwork- 
able. 


Regional Concept Weak 


It would appear even less workable in 
a Confederation embracing five distinct 
regions. Only twice in the eight elections 
since the war have we succeeded in 
electing a government with majorities 
in all regions of the country. 

There are two obvious objections 
to a modern theory of abstention arising 
from the new technique of contracting 
out. In the first place, it would divide 
Parliament into two categories, first 
elass and second class members. This 
would be all the more objectionable if 
Quebec alone availed herself of the non- 
participation privilege. 

In any case, because of the difficulty 
of building majorities in a scattered 
federation, any such practice would par- 
alyze the federal government. At the 
moment, for example, Mr. Pearson 
could not possibly share his 56 Quebec 
votes; without them, he would plainly: be 
helpless on any measure touching mat- 
ters for which Mr. Lesage has accepted 
responsibility in his own province, But 
this is not unusual. Mr, St. Laurent, with 
his solid majority, would have been in 
the same position in 1953-57 when there 
was great activity in the field of shared 
programs. 


No Neat Solution 


It is improbable that there is any 
way of tidying up this situation within 
our present constitutional limitations. 
The fact is, however, that there is always 
a good deal of untidiness in a federal 
system. For a quarter of a century, Ot- 
tawa retained control of the natural re- 
sources of the western provinces al- 
though perhaps there would have been a 
swift transfer if the matter had been 
left solely to members from the prov- 
inces directly concerned. Only recently 
the entire Parliament voted on the Co- 
lumbia River treaty; the principles being 
held to be of national importance al- 
though the works were entirely within 
one province. 

The likelihood is that matters will be 
considered more untidy in the future 
.and that the opposition parties will be 
strongly tempted to make political capi- 
tal out of situations involving the votes of 
members from non-participating prov- 
inces. But no acceptable answer will be 
found in a practice of mass abstentions 
which would reduce the stature of mem- 
bers of Parliament by turning them into 
mere deputies of the various sections.

N ‘infallible’ maxim of Mao Ts 
tung, currently in wide use by, 
China's propaganda organs, is that Man, 
and not modern weapons, is the deciding 
factor in war. It goes farther to insist 
that an. army indoctrinated with the 
“thought” of Mao is invincible. 

This is the line passed on te Ho Chi- 
minh’s Vietnamese Communists, and the 
line, with many ramifications, that con- 
tributes to the split between the followers 
of Peking and those of Moscow. 


Under the pyramid control system 
perfected by Peking, the declarations by 
the leaders at the apex descend through 
the -various—chains_ of command~te--the 
bottom without. challenge. So when the 
leadership at the top says that guerrillas 
fighting a war of liberation will win, even 
against modern U.S. arms, the declarg- 
tion is echoed all the way down to the 
man in the jungle doing the actual fight- 
ing. age 


Cannot Recognize Failure: 


The pressure is sufficiently great that 
failure cannot be recognized. Admissign 
of a defeat in battle would be tantamount 
to challenging the correctness of the 
“line.” So only victories are reported, 
and the reports pass up through the 
bureaucracy to reinforce the stubborn 
confidence of those at the top. ; 

The big question is just how much the 
Communist leadership is duped by the 
built-in weakness of this system. eed 

Communist China has been caught oyt 
on the problem before. The disastrous 
“great leap forward” was begun in 
with Peking believing the inflated pro- 
duction figures furnished by cadres who 
dared not admit that unrealistic quatas 
set for them had not been met. The final 
failure was attributed to a series of 
“natural disasters.” thus blaming “the 
weather instead of the “correct lifje” 
which nearly plunged the nation into 
economic ruin, = 

On other occasions, a favorite excuse 
has been to blame individuals for not cor- 
rectly implementing the “line.” The 
Communist lexicon is full of derogatory 
terms to describe deviations which can 
result in failure. The point that Peking 
has devised some almost routine prp- 
cedures for absorbing failures without 
loss of face does not conceal the fact that 
errors are made. 3 


Politicians In Command 


There are hard-headed military men 
in Hanoi. and Peking who have been 
realistic commanders in the field. The 
trouble is that now they are not in the 
field. Politicians are in command of the 
war in Viet Nam, and to them there are 
three vital issues: the conquest of South

—that is, that national wars of liberation

ventures. They are taught that U,S. 
troops are cowardly and have no motives 
for fighting. They are indoctrinated with 
their own invincibility to the point that 
they ignore the cautions that are funda- 
mental to the military teachings of Mao 
Tse-tung. z 
Such misjudgments can lead to seriou! 
consequences for both sides, .

Minority Government 


Needn’t Mean Paralysis 
In Canadian Affairs 


By THOMAS A. HOCKIN 


(Mr. Hockin is a Canadian 
and a teaching fellow in gov- 
erament at Harvard Univer- 
sity, In this article for the Fin- 
ancial Post he maintains that 
minority government is not 
alien to the successful prac- 


tice of parliamentary govern- 
ment in the British tradition.) 
The traditional disposition of 
most Canadians not to think 
about politics often or for very 
long has been aided amd abet- 
ted by our remarkable record 
of producing majority govern- 
ments in 23 of 27 elections . 
since Confederation. This has 
meant, in the past, that we 


have been able to put politics 
and politicians safely out of 


changed. We may get major- 
ity governments again but 
currently we have a House of 
minorities and we must learn 
to live with it. 

Two strongly held illusions 
must be dispelled if we are to 
do so, One illusion is that min- 
ority government is a mon- 
strous unnatural way to op- 
erate politics under the British

to put it shortly, not neces- 
sarily so, 

Canada has existed as a na- 
tion for 98 years. We have 
experienced minority govern- 
ment in pure form for only 
eight of these years, (1922, 
1924, 1926, 1957, 1962 to 1965). 

Britain, however, in a 98- 
year span from 1834 to 1932 
spent one-third, 32 years, of 
this time under minority gov- 
ernment. In Australia, minor- 
ity governments were the rule 
before federation and in New 
Zealand the same was the 
ease until the 1890s. 

It cannot be maintained, 
therefore, that minority gov- 
ernment is alien to the spirit 
of British Parliamentary in- 
stitutions. Minority govern- 
ments have been known to 
last for a very long time too 
—Gladstone’s for eight, Dis- 
raeli’s for six, Asquith’s for 
five years. 


Not Indecisive 


Disraeli and Gladstone, the 
1957 Diefenbaker and the 1963 
and 1965 Pearson govern- 
ments, whatever else might be 
said about them, were not 
paralyzed, indecisive or de- 
void of legislative ideas. It is

decisive, incompetent govern- 
ment. 

But what about the present 
situation? It is widely held 
that lack of a majority will 
intimidate the Liberal govern- 
ment from effective and forge 
right action against economic 
inflation, provincial intemper- 
ances, or American blandish- 
ments over our water re- 
sources. Not a scrap of evi- | 
dence supports these timid | 
conclusions. | 


No Sellout 


What party is going to call 
for capitulation to the U.S. 
water resources? And 
the centralizing NDP and 
“One Ganada” Diefenbaker 
people are not going to en- 
courage federal sellouts to the 
provinces, even if the present 
government had that in mind. 

As for moves to counter in- 
flafion, immediate government 
action would probably force 
at least one of the opposition 
parties to back down rather 
than bring about another elec- 


tion. As for other positive 
programs, medical insurance, 
aid to education, war on pov- 
erty, Bank Act, dairy, railway 
legislation and so on, if the 
government will accept some 
amendments from one party 
on each it should be able to 
pass all it wants to pass. 


Few Seats 


In short, it is not true that 
minority governments mean 
disaster and paralysis. A gov- 
ernment only a few seats short 
of a majority faced by oppo- 
sition parties divided among 
themselves is no French 
fourth republic. 

It is entirely possible to have 
good government in this pres- 
ent minority situation, The 
sombre, sad, disheartened 
comments from the ministers 
immediately after the elec- 
tion, intimating that little can 
be done in the present situa- 
tion, are far fram convincing, 
If these comments are be- 
lieved by these ministers, 
either they are very easily in- 
timidated or are groping for 
an excuse for inaction. Neither 
is excusable.

Target Date 


On Forces Cut | 


By DAVE McINTOSH 

OTTAWA (CP) — 
Minister Hellyer has attained 
his goal — 10 months ahead of 
schedule — of reducing the 
strength of the. armed forces to 
110,000 and thus achieving an- 
nual administrative savings de- 
signed to reach $100,000,000 by 
1970. 

Authorities said Monday the 
forces officially numbered 110,- 
180 at Oct. 31, last date for 
which figures are available, but 
that this number included at 


least 180 personnel on retire-| 
ment leave. | 


The goal of 110,000 was ‘set for| 
August, 1966, two years after in- 
tegration of the armed forces’ 


107,000 early next year but then 

gradually rise again to about 

110,000 where it will presum- 

ably level off. 

RECRUITING DIFFICULT 
However, with the econom 


booming, recruiting for: the|Musical Festival. 


armed forces is difficult, 

Lt.-Gen, Frank Fleury, comp- 
troller - general at Canadian 
forces Headquarters, said last 
month that- recruiting had been 
“very poor’ in the previous six 
or seven months. 

Recruits rumbered 8,237 in 
the same period in 1964, a drop 
of 747. 

The navy with 19,130 men, the 
army with 44,840 and the RCAF 
with 46,210 now are at their low- 
est numerical strength in 12 
years. At March 31, 1954, less 
than a year after the Korean 
war ended, the forces numbered 
112,529. 

When Mr. Hellyer took over 
the defence portfolio in 1963, the 
forces stood at 123,270. When in- 
tegration took effect in August, 
1964, they were at 118,823, 


13,000 LOPPED 

In loppipg. the names of more 
than 13,000 men from the mili- 
tary rolls, Mr. Hellyer compul- 
sorily retired about 2,500. The 
reduction was mainly achieved 
through normal! retirements, 
slowing down recruiting temp- 
orarily and abolishing many ad- 
minstrative posts. 

Officials said strength of the 
combat forces has not been 
greatly affected by the reduc- 
tion in personnel. The cut was 
meant to apply among adminis- 
trative people. 

However, they added, some} 
weaknesses still remain to be 
corrected. .The navy is. still} 
short of technicians at sea, the} 
army could use more infantry-| 
men and many RCAF pilots are 
being lured back to civvy street 
by attractive commercial flying 
jobs.

Doctor-Nun Leaves Africa 


SALISBURY (AP) -— The 
Roman Catholic Dominican 
order is scouring the world 
for a pepineiaens for a doctor- 
nun famous in Rhodesia for 
her work among 50,000 Ne 
groes in the drought-stricken 
Chilimanzi. reserve. 

She is Sister Cecilia, a Ger- 
man nun who worked so hard 
for three years at St. Ther- 
esa's tiny bush hospital she 
had to be flown to Munich 
for a rest. 

Sister Cecilia came to Rho- 
desia to work at the Harari 
Negro Hospital in Salisbury. 
She impressed everyone with 
her surgical and medical skill 
and devotion to her patients. 
Then she took over St. Ther- 
esa’s Hospital as the first and 
only doctor in the Chilimanzi 


. reserve. 


She worked from 7 a.m. un- 


days a year. The hospital grew 
from its original 50 beds to 
125, but regularly had 175. pa- 
tients at a time. 

Mattresses were put on the 
floor and sometimes two pa- 
tients with the same disease 
shared the same bed. 


Patients came to stand or sit 
outside the hospital all night, 
waiting for Sister Cecilia's at- 
tention. Some were brought in 
20. miles or more by wheel- 
barrow. Others walked up to 50 
miles, 

“Eveh the local witch doctor 
came for treatment, and then 
announced he had to hurry 
back to see his own patients,” 
said Mother Auxilia, the Domin- 
ican vicaress general in Salis- 
bury.

vincial hospital system indipeci- 
ly, was announced by. Health 
Minister Eric Martin this

Most persons -in nursing 
homes now pay between $200 
and $400 a month, depending 
} on, services. 

Those who meet the qualifi- 
| cations and are placed in the 
designated nursing homes by 
their doetors will pay only $30 
a month on the average with 
B.C, Hospital Insurance Service 
paying the rest as it does for 
general hospital patients, 
| The new program will cost 
|$3 million in the coming year 
while covering the first 1,000 
persons and eventually will 
build up to an annual cost of 
about $10 million — split 50-50 
between the federal and provin- 
cial governments. The BCHIS 
Act allows for expanded spend- 
|ing to cover these new costs. 

Mr. Martin said_only non- 
profit or “public” institutions
